Forty Miles On Highways No Longer 
Considered Good Going 
Reading the automobile 
ments, it is not “uncommon tg see 
ceertain manufacturers proclaim 
one of the merits’ of their’ high- 
priced cars that,they will do, seventy 
and eighty miled 9n hour. Now, an 
automépile expert states that with- 
in the next ten years ‘cars will be 
built for the public highways not 
for the speed track—which will do 
one hundred-and, twenty rfiles an 
hour or more. 
One may ask, “Why?” 
Not so long ago speeds of thirty 
to forty miles’ on the roads were 
considered good going, and most 


as 


drivers were satisfied with that rate. 


But in the stress of competition, 
manufacturers began turning out 
cars of higher speed, going one -bet- 
ter than their competitors, although 
the laws of the land did nbdt sanction 
anything like the speed named. 

There is no law against building 
autos to sell for use on the highways 
which are capable of tremendous 
speeds, and the producers are care- 
ful to exploit the speed capacity as 
providing “a substantial. reserve of 
power for hills,” or some such claim 
as .that,

the death list grows higher’ every 
year.

Sweden’s Forestry System y 


Could Be Copied With Profit By 
Other Countries, 

The people of Sweden have ‘been 
celebrating the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of the establishment of 
their present govérnmental system of 
forestry. ’ / 

But solicitude for the trees is no 
matter of a mere century with the 
Swedes, As early as the year 1284 
Sweden, by royal edict, was begin- 
ning to put restrictions upon the in- 
discriminate cutting down of trees. 

In the ‘year 1147 a royal. letter 
commanded that for each felled oak 
or beech tree ‘two other trees of the 
same kind should be planted, 

A great meeting was held last 
summer at the Swedish College of 
Forestry, and experts from many 
countries, including several’ from 
the United States, were present to 
hear the Swedish foresters, tell how 
forest crops may be harvested while 
the nation's forest resources con- 
tinually improve. . A general forest 
survey in’ Sweden showed that the 
reserves of timber are greater even 
than had been supposed. About half 
of Sweden’s exports today are for- 
est products. Though ’the climate is 
none too favorable, and there is 
hardly tillable land enough to pro- 
duce its own fodd supply, Sweden is 
one of the most prtosperous coun- 
tries of Europe. The Swedes know 
tow to make the most of their re- 
sources, This is shown +y the for- 
ertry.. statistics, the annual growth 
now exceeding he annual cuttings:

Treasure House 


Value Of Treasures In City Of Lon- 
don Cannot Be Calculated 


Despite the power of New York in 
the world of finance, London is still 
the treasure house of the world. Its 
houses and stores are crowded with 
jewels and treasures of incalculable 
value, 

Within one-half a square mile ot 
the west end district is. treasure the 
value of which is estimated by in- 
surance authorities at $1,000,000,000. 

Some of these treasures are 
worth thousands and’ thousands ot 
dollars, and London would be a 
veritable Aladdin's cave for the 
hordes of. international crooks ana 
thieves which are congregating 
there, but for the extreme. precau- 
tions taken to guard them. 

Figures in connection with the 
value of the national collections be- 
come almost. astronomical, It 1s 
impossible to value the treasures of 
the British Museum. The Elgin 
Marbles, for instance, are priceless, 
The British Museum, in terms of 
money, runs into hundreds of mil- 
lions. Fifty million dollars could 
not buy the Wallace collection to- 
day, and twice that sum would be 
insufficient for the treasures of the 
National gallery. 

If the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum at South Kensington could be 
replaced, every cent of $250,000,000 
would be required. The pictures in 
the National portrait gallery would 
fetch at least $25,000,000 and those 
in‘the Dulwich collection are worth 
at least $37,500,000. In the Sloane 
"Museum ‘there is another $10,000,000 
worth. S 

In the Tower of London, apart 
from the crown’ jewels which are 
worth about $30,000,000, there are 
wonderful specimens of armor. One 
suit of German 16th céntury armor 
by Topf has been valued at $100,000. 

All these treasures can be seen by 
the public with perfect freedom and 
nol, a single article in the national 
collections is insured either against 
fire or theft. The reason is clear, 
In the first place, the pictures and 
other treasures are irreplaceable, 
and, secondly, the charges would be 
colossal, 

Some of the houses in Mayfair 
contain valuables worth a_ king's 
ransom, For instance, there is Lord 
Ellesmere's cdllection of pictures at 
Bridgewater House, said to be worth 
at least $50,000,000. 

The wealthiest part of London, 
according to an insurance expert, lies 
between Lower Regent Street and 
Piccadilly Circus on the east, King 
Street on the south, Berkeley Square 
on the west, and Oxford Street on 
the north. Today,—the treasures and 
other property in that half a square 
mile are worth $1,100,000,000.

Wonderful Camera Invented 


Will Take Pictures Moving At Quick- 
est Known Speed 

Three million clear, even-sized 
snapshots per second taken on a sta- 
tionery film at an exposing time of 
one tenth of cne millionth of a sec- 
ond each—sufficient to photograph 
objects moving at a speed of 6,000 
miles per second.

Professor Cranz believes that his 
invention may contribute to the per- 
fection of. flying by studying more 
thoroughly the technique of the 
flight of small birds and insects, and 
that it may also prove helpful for 
the improvement of manufacturing 
methods in various industries. 

“The invention makes it possible to 
take pictures of any visible gbject on 
earth moving at:the quickest known 
speed,” said Professor Cranz. “The 
highest speed ever attained and 
measured was 1,800 to 2,000 meters 
per second. It was reached by 
splinters of the shells fired into 
Paris by the famous German long 
range gun during the war, popular- 
ly but mistakenly called the “Big 
| Bertha.”” The shells themselves move 
a little slower, But with the new de- 
vice one could easily catch mass 
moving at a speed of 100,000 meters 
per second. Such a speed has never 
| been attained on earth and will, in 
\.all probability, never be reached by 
men.
